of the olty ond the mirrcmU'r of the Spiin- 
Isb forot'R, practically effected the <i>n- 
qiiPKt of the riilllpiilne UIhiuIk, ami the 
■UBpfnslon of SimiilHh sovcri'lKiity thiToln. 

With the slpiial\ir<' of the treaty of jiciko 
between the L'iiit<>d Staten and Hpulii by 
their reepectire plenlpotentiariM, at Paris 
on Dec. 10, and a« the reaolt ol the tIc- 
torlea of American arma, the fatnre control, 
dliposltlon and government of the Philip- 
pine lalaada are ceded to the I'nited states. 

In (efttlBent of the rlKhta of KovereiKtity 
thoa acquired, and the reHponwIble ol>lli;n- 
tloiis of Koverninent thtis UHnnnied, the ac- 
ttiiil occiipntlun uiiil ndnilnlHtrutloii of the 
eiilire cidiip of the rhillpplne IsImiuIs he- 
comee Imnivdiiitely ticeeHHury and the mil- 
itary goTemment heretofore maintained by 
the Cnited Btatea In the city, hartior an<i 
taj of Manilla la to be extended with all 
poaalble diapatcb to the whole of the ceded 
territory. 

In performlnir this duty the military 
commander of the T'nlK'd Stnli s Is cnlDln- 
♦hI to tiiiike known to the InhaMtiiiil - i f the 
I'hlllpplnp IsliindN that. In KiicceiMlinK to 
the sovereignty of Simla, In severlnji the 
former political rolntlona of the InhaMtnnti 
end la eatablUhlnn a new polltleal power, 
the authority of the United States la to be 
exerted for the aeetirlty of the pereona and 
property of the people of the Islandn, and 
for the oonflrmntlou of nil their prlvute 
rights and rehitlons. 

It will be the dnty of the conirnaiHler of 
the foreen of occupul Ion to iintioniice and 
proel«lin In the nioHi pnbllc luiiuner that 
we ooine, not as Invnilers or conquerors, 
but an frIeiidR, to protect the natives In 
titelr h-tinrs, in titeir employments and In 
their perxonai and religions righta 

All personH who, either by active aid or 
by hon«>et HubiiilHslon. coopernte with the 
government of the United States to ^Ive 
effect to these b<'netli|cnt piirpo^<c-<, will 
receive the rewnril of Its sniipoil iind pivi- 
tectlon. All others will be liioii^rlit within 
the lawful rule we have assuiued, with 
firmness, If need be, but witbont aoTerity 
BO far as may be possible. 

MllltHry Authority .^npreme. 

Within the iilisoliiie domain of inllltnry 
authority, wMcb iiiiessarlly is and must 
remain Mupreiuo in the ceded territory un- 
til the legislation of the United Stataa shall 
otherwise provide, the municipal laws of 
the territory. In respect to private rlchts 
and property and the ropreeston of crime, 
are to be contildcred mm ct)ntlniilng In force 
an dto be aihninistercd by the ordinary 
trlhnniils so fur as practli-aMe. 

The openitloiis of civil Mini iiiiMilclpnl 
goveninient are to be performed by such 
ofltcors as may accept the supremncy of 
the United States, by taking the outh of 
allegiance, or by officers chosen, as fas as 
may be practicable, from the Inhabitants 
of the Island. 

And while the nse and ninnatreinent of nil 
public mentis of trnnsportiitlim are ricci's- 
HJirlly ri'vcived to the antliorlly of the 
ITnited Slates, private propel ty, wlielher 
belonging to Individuals or corpora t inns, is 
to be respected, except for cause duly es- 
tablished. 

The taxes and dntlee heretofore payable 
by the iifhahltantn to the late govern ment 
become iiaynbli' to the autboritlea of the 
Tnlted stiites. unless It »m> seen flt to sub- 
Mil ui<' for thciii oilier reasonable i^tea or 
UKxlcs of coiiti UMil Ion to the ex|)ense8 of 
governnicnl, whether ceneral or local. 

If pKlvnto proj)erty be taken for milltarv 
use. It shall bo paid for whan possible In 
cash at a fair valuation, and when pay- 
ment in cash Is not practicable* receipts 
are to be given. 

All ports and places In the Philippine 
Islands in the act tin 1 possession of the laml 
nud naval forces of the United States will 
be opened to ttie eommeiee «( all friendly 
nations. 

All goods and wares, net prohibited for 
military reasons, by due anrouncement of 
the military authority, will be admitted 
upon payment of such duties and other 
charges as shall be in force at the time 
of tlieir Importation. 

Finally, It should be the earnest and pnr- 
amount aim of the military ndmlnlst nii ion 
to win the confidence, respect and alTci iloii 
of the inhabitants of the Phlllpidnes by h«- 
snrliiK to thecii In every possible wiiy that 
full nieasnr*' of Individual rlKhls and liber- 
ties, which Is the heritage of free (s-oples, 
and by proving to them that the mlaalon 
of the United States la one of benevolent 
assimilation, substituting the mild sway of 
Justloe aad right for arbitrary rule. 

In the fnlflll-ment of this high mission, 
Bupporting the temperate administration of 
affairs for the eretitest goo<l of the govern- 
ed, there iiniNt be svdul(^usly iiialntaliic<i 
the strong arm of nuthorlty to repress dis- 
turbance and to oven-onie all obsiaclos to 
the beston'al of the bievslngs of K<s>d and 
atable governineBt upon the people of the 
IMilllpplne Islands under the free Sag uf 
the United SUtes.

Pingree read his message to a Joint 
session of the legislature. It is a vol- 
uminous document of ahput ;io,v»4i 
words, and deals with all the gover- 
nor's proposed taxation reforms, de- 
clares against expaiipitin, and invrigh.s 
at great length against trusts and cor- 
porations. 

Governor Pingree, in his message, 
congratulated the state on its progress 
and the era of prosperity Whleh Is 
opening up before it 

Bqual taxation OoTemor Pingree 
treated at length, saying it was the 
most Important question in this state, 
and that the present state administra- 
tion was put in power expressly to take 
some action looking to an cQuitable 
system of taxation. He argued that 
railroads and other corporations 
should be brought under the gpiieral 
tax law, instead of being assessed by 
their groes esmings ss at present 

Governor Pingree then recommends 
the repealing of the special charters of 
the Michigan Central and Detroit, 
Grand Haven and Milwaukee railroads, 
so ss to bring them under the general 
tax laws. 

The attempt at the special session 
last spring to pass the Atkinson bill, 
which has eQual taxation for its ob- 
ject. Is referred to, and the goTemor 
severely criticises some federal office- 
holders for alleged lobbying against it. 

Thc> governor recommends a mod- 
erate income tax upon ail Incomes 
above $l,O0iO a year. The progress 
made by trusts In recent years has 
alarmed the governor. 

lie advocated that congress should 
take this matter in hand, as state leg- 
islatures, he says, are powerless, be- 
cause corporations would .simply be 
driven from one state to another by 
an attempt at legislation on the part 
of the states. 

Govenor Pingree finds fault with the 
present national administration, and 
says that the "war was precipitated by 
th'- clamor of an unscrupulous press, 
with the co-operation of equally un- 
scrupulous politicians, who hoped that 
the excitement and hysteria of war 
would distract the popular mind from 
the aliiisps of their mlsgovernment, 
and from the grievances which our peo- 
ple suffered and still suffer, grester 
than those which any of Spain's sub- 
jects had complained of." 

Dcfidod opi)osition was expressed to 
the annexation of the Philippines, the 
governor claiming that they are in 
no way necessary for our safety or 
even useful, as arc the Hawaiian is- 
lands or tbo Antilles. 

He says: "The scheme of annexa- 
tion Is simply a weak Imitation of the 
policy of European monarchies, con- 
ceived in apparent Ignorance or in- 
difference respecting the vastly differ- 
ent conditions which have forced those 
powera Into distant colonisstion." 

Relative to public ownership of rslK 
ways. Governor Pingree says: "I most 
earnestly recommend that the legisla- 
ture Inaugiu-ate a, policy looking to the 
ultimate purchase by the state of all 
the railrosds within Its limits." 

The governor recommends that "a 
law be passed providing that all candi- 
dates for each elective office, from gov- 
ernor down to ward officers, be nom- 
inated by direct vote of the electors." 



CONSERVATIVE LEADERS 

Hava Afread Upon tba FormatloB of a 
New Spaoish Cablnat. 

Madrid, Jan. 6.— Oeneral Polejevln 
the former governor general of Cuba 
and of the Pbllllppini% and Scnor Sil- 
vela, the Conservative leader, have 
agreed upon the formnt)oa of a new 
cabinet, and h^ye been summoned by 
the queen regent.

Princeton, N. J., Jan. 5.— Ex-Presi- 
tent Cleveland, In reply to the request 
for an expreeaton on the question of 

expansion and annexation, said: "I 
do not care to repeat my views con- 
cerning the prevailing epidemic of im- 
perialism and territorial expansion. 

"Assuming, however, thst my ideas 
on the subject are antiquated and un- 
sulted to these progressive days, it Is 
a matter of surprise to mo that the 
refusal of certain natives of our new 
possessions to scquiesee In the bene- 
ficence of subjecting them to our con- 
trol and management should in the 
least disturb our expansionists. 

"This phase of the situation ought 
not to have been anticipated, nor the 
incidents naturally growing out. of it 
overlooked. The remedy is obvious 
and simple.. The misguided inhabit- 
ants of our annexed territory, who 
prefer something different from the 
plan for their control which we pro- 
pose, or who oppose our designs in 
their behalf, should \>p slaughternl. 

"The killing of natives has been a 
feature of expansion since expansion 
began, and our imperialistic enthusi- 
asm should not be checked by the pros- 
pective necissity of destroying a few 
thousand, or a few hundred thousand, 
of Filipinos. 

"This should be regarded as one 
stage in the transcendentally great 
movement, a mere Incident in Its proi;- 
ress. Of course, some unprepared 
souls would then be lost before we 
bad the opportunity of Christianizing 
them, but surely those of our clergy- 
men who have done so much to en- 
courage expansion could manage that 
diflleulty." 

Hiitlfr Hill yul AopruTad. 

Washington, Jan. 6.— At the opening 
of the senste Mr. Berry (D., Ark.) pre- 
sented a protest from the J. Edward 

Murray camp of United Confederate 
Vet(>ran8 of Arkansas against the adop- 
tion of the proposed amendment of 
Senator Butler (Pop., N. C.) to the 
pension appropriation bill, providing 
for the payment of pensions to Confed- 
erate soldiers. Mr. Berry said the 
members of the camp deemed it unwise 
to adopt such a proposition. They 
say, said Mr. Berry, that they have 
provided for themselves and their fam- 
ilies for more than a generation, and 
they regard such a proposition as that 
of Mr. Butler as "ungracious."

From 1863 to 186S tbe insect waa agaitt 
deetructive, and it waa estimated that 
three-fourths of tbe wheatand corn crops 
in the Northweet were wiped out during 
thoee yeara, which meant a loas of 30,- 
000.000 basbela of wheat and 138.000,000 
bushels of corn, or a value of J72,000,(>X). 

The loss in 1^71 in seven Sutea— Iowa, 
Miaaoari, Illinoia. Kaaeaa. Kebraaka, 
Wisconsin and Indiana, was computed at 
$oO,000.000. and in 1»74 was not leu than 
$100,000,000. Tha next great outbreak of

It ia an entertnining bnt not always 
appetizing sight to LiMppeti in npon the 
Philippine family at niialtinie. Tlie 
dining table is similar to the bed and, in 
fact, may be the same in many instances. 
It Ifl Jnat as high aa the ordinary bed, 
wbleh to made entirely from bamboo^ 
and is in dimensions about 4 fei t t>y 
The tablaware, which u.-n:illy coucists 
of cartlim vessels, is arruiigKl conven- 
iently near the edge of tbe tul le where 
the majority of tbe family is to sit 
Philippine benches, oonaiating of a wal- 
nut board with the legs thrust through 
mortises and ranning off iu milk Ftool 
fashion, are drawn op clr«e to the ta- 
ble, their snrfaces coming about even 
with it. It seem* to mnke little difTer- 
ence whether the members of the fam- 
ily occopy tbe benohea or tbe table it- 
aelf, as moat of them invariably squat 
at their meals tbe same as tbey do at 
almost every other bonsehold occupa- 
tion, such as washing clotbee and clt iu, 
ing. By sitting squarely on a bench 
the knees woold preoladia the posaibil- 
iliy of allowing an easy reach for the 
food to be aMde. The man of the boose, 
therefore, generally plnut.s hin two feet 
—bare, of course— firmly on thn bench 
where ha would sit and proceeds to 
bring his body down to a position 
whflM he can hang hia ohin om hto knee 
la caae hia jaws get tired. 

Tha hooaawif*, 'almost invariably 
with a yoang babe in her arms, neually 
flita erosa legged on tbe Uble and acts 
as a f-(,rt of guardian for the fare, which 
is attacked with oonsiderable severity 
V/y tbe horde of half naked pickaninnies. 
The meal proceeda with bright I^igalio 
repartee and oooveraattoa «adwiohad 
ia hetwoeagBlpaof riee. Aathe portion 
of each ia in a common dish, there is 
Mldom a great amoaut of chatter, for 
it behooves one to see that his share of

Their cooking place is of pottery ware 
and in the shape of a big bowl with one 
side turned down.

"Switserland to a record breaker as 
regards insanity.'* Oonsal Aankeothal 
wri s from Bern to tbe departaient of 

stata In a population of a little over 
3,000.000 the republic had 6, 169 per 
sons in state insane asylums last year. 
There are no laws for the commitment 
of insane persona No jndieial prooeed 
ingfli saeh as a Ma! before a competent 
court or sa expert commiflBloa, are fol- 
lowed, but simply the written sssertion 
of an ordinary pbygician, wbo need not 
be a specialist of intanity. That in bis 
belief the person is insane is deemed 
sofBcient for the aaisore and confine- 
ment of aooh aa aeen a sd person in an 
a^lum. 

"Tbe following case, " oontinnes the 
consul, "will illuGtrate what can bap- 
pen to an Ame/ican citizen in i> wit str- 
and: Julias Qerber, bom in Switzer- 
land in 1804, emigrated to the United 
Btotefl te 189a Ib 1898,' having saved 
flooogh money to gratify his desire of 
visiting bis birthplace, he took passage 
from New York. Unfortunately he was 
robbed of his savings ou tbe steamer 
and arrived in Switzerland in a desti- 
tute condition. The Swim tow pro- 
olaimfl 'oooe a Swias eltlsen always a 
Swiss citisen, ' iii spite of tbe fact of a 
native's prolonged absence in another 
country and of bis swearing allegiitnne 
to and becoming a citizen thereof, thus 
making a peculiar duality of citizen- 
ship. The knowledge of this law of hia 
native ooantry indnoed Gerber to apply 
for admisfion to a labor colony, a kind 
of public workhouse in Berua The 
work be was pnt to was bard, while 
tbe food, 8u he told me, was entirely in- 
sufficient. His hope of getting back to 
tbe United States and hto continnons 
harping thereon earned for him the 
name of a homeeifk iiu'Ian( hnliac, and 
he was sent for mt/utal e.vaiuinution to 
a bot^pital. 

"A physician not an authority on 
insanity gave a certificate declaring 
Gerber insane. While in the hospital 
and awaiting tran^ortttion to one of 
tbe innne aqrluma Gerber escaped to 
tbe consulate and asked for protection 
as an American citizi n. At my sugges- 
tion be agreed to return to the hospital 
for further obi-ervation, where be wae 
at liberty to go about as be pleaaed. In 
his cooversatioBs with me no traoes of 
insanity or hallnoinatione were discern- 
ible — simply a reiteration iu a inopt 
natural manner of wanting to return to 
tbe United titates, where be could get 
work to which he was aootistomed. 

"After several interviews with tbe 
aalfaorlttoe I proposed to pay hslf of his 
fare to the United Stotes, provided tbey 
would pay tbe other hslf. This tbey at 
toat agreed to da The same physician 
who so willingly made ont a certifieate 
declaring Gerber insane waa eqaally 
ready a week totar'to give me another 
prononacing 'the man 'a mental and 
physical oondition such that, without 
danger to himself or others, he could 
travel in safety." Gerber left, cheerful 
and contented, on OoC 89 for tbe Unit- 
ed Statea'*— ^paotal gi LoatoOlebe- 
Demoorak
